Petrograd. ('la London).— The 
biatory of tbe last kour of Kmperor 
Nicholas as rular ot RuaaU la reUt- 
ed by a correapondent t\ the Outro 
Rossii, of Moscow, aS ToUowa:

A at VUhera (on the Moscow-Petro- 
7 grad rallNM, 12& mll«a southeast 
I of PetrogiM). OB the night of March 
14. One train catiled the Bmperor'a 
suite, the second the Bmperor, Oen- 
J . ral liaro-i Vredeiloks, Minister of 
the lmj'<"'iai House; Rear Admiral 
Niio*. (ienera IZabel and others. 
NXSholaa, culkU from headquarters 
yVt the ^mpreas, waa on bla way to 
X the Tsaiakoe-Mo. 

None of the telegrama about the 
1 evolution sent by President Rodzl- 
i-nko, of the Duuia, had reached the 
Kmperor. Every efTort was made to 
k«ep him In Ignorance of these af- 
taiih. Oeaaral labal mileated, de- 
elarlng that, It the atbera rataaed to 
Inform the Emperor be woaVI da 
NMcholas. who had been sleeping, 
was awakened at 2 o'clock In the 
iiiornluK. He went to the dining car 
and demanded that Admiral Nlloff 
tall him what had happened In Pet- 
rograd, He was told that a crowd of 
atadealf. haedtaiaa and. ya«M aol- 
diers had terroraed tke Daau. bat 
' at a few detachments of Troops 
would be aide tu put f.hem down. 

Just then ('etimiiindi i- VoyekolT, of 
tlie Inifperial train entered with a 
telegram, atatlng that 700 of tbe St 
George aavalry ware oa tke way to 
Taarskoe-«e^ to piaaeat a arasa to 
the Rmperor, and had arrived at the 
nearby station of QMb k itdad by 
(ieneral Ivunoff. 

"Your .Maje.sly," said Voyekoft. 
"It la enuuKli that you appear at the 
Taarakoe-Selo in the midst of these 
kavoaa and .with Ik* Tsarsfco»^io 
gaWlaaa, ga to tke IkMM. ' AM tbe 
troops will reBMmber their oath. It 
will be eaay to overcome these young 
soldiers." 

"It Im u lie, Your Mujeaty." siiout- 
fd tieneral Zabel. "You are deceiv- 
ed.

I 
will abdicate if that is what the peo- 
ple want. 1 will go to Uvadia (the 
estate ot tke Ruaaiaa Imparial fami^ 
ly on the soatk eoaat e( tka Crimea), 
to my gardaaa.'

The train nioye<l toward HoloRoi<' 
At i)no a telegram was received 
statluK that the TsaiRkoe-Selo garrl- 
80Q bad revolted ai^d that the Bm- 
preas had Appealed to . tba Dana tor 
prot^tlQn. Nicholas poadpred the 
altuatlon, then said: "I aball go to 
Moscow, Mrozovski (commander of 
the Moscow garrison! used to say 
Moscow alwAyg would defend me." 

At Bologole waa received a tele- 
gnua stating tbat*the Moeoow garri- 
son' bad' Jotaad tka ravolatlaB. The 
tralB retaraed to Dao,' wkere It met 
the train bearing Ceneral IvanoB. 
The (Jeneral related everything 
which had taken place, adding: 
"IViere Is only one thing to do now. 
It la to open the Dvina front to the 
nermaaa aad let then) quiet tbe can- 
aille." 

Nicholas rojeeted tka aaggaatlan. 

exclaiming angrily: "t shall never 
become a iraitor to <'ouiitry." 

Then Nicholas broke ilown and 
Wept. After a moment be said' "If 
odIv I knew luy wife and children 
were asto I akaald ga ta UvMla 
nuietly to lalak mt Uia aad 
Michael gevera tbe eoaatry. Re Is 
liked by the peopl. I will sign my 
abdication and then go back to the 
tirni". sfv good hve to (lie soldiers 
and let them do as they like. I shall 
not stand In the way." 

This laijt coUoquy took place on 
the atatlaa plattoni. iUfkaiae. who 
was dreaaad la a soldier's coat, with 
a Colonel's shoulder atrape, and a 
sheepskin hat, tilted back, frequent- 
ly mopped his brow.
